A “CoNSERVATIVE Protest’ against 
party nominations for judicial offices 
has been published. Its signers “‘re- 
spectfully request that no party con- 
vention for that purpose be held,”’ but 
neither give reason for the dissent, nor 
show how the object can be accom- 
plished otherwise. It is much casier 
to protest than furnish reasons therefor. 
This document contains the signatures 
of many good citizens; but few are of 
the class who put their shoulders to the 
wheel when elections are to be carried. 
Few ever sufficiently interest them- 
selves ih election’ to go to the polls.” 
Nearly ali are gentlemen unidentified 
with, and uninterested in, party affairs ; 
and it is not astonishing that they 
should indorse anything looking to 
freeing a judicial election from a po- 
litical cast.

THE published | report of the Na- 
tiowal Association of cotten manufac- 
turers and planters, gives some inter- 
esting facts relative to the production 
and mianufacture of cotton in this 
country. At the present time it ap- 
pears that the number of coy «’ mills 
in the Northern States is 664, running 
spindles, and consuming an- 

886,952,021 pounds of the raw 
material. In the Southern States there 
are but eighty-six mills, running 225,- 
063 spindles and consuming annually 
81,415,750 pounds. Compared with the 
number of mills in operation in °1860, 
there are some one hundred fewer run- 
ning now than then. During last year 
the total consumption of cotton for 
manufacturing purposes was 450,600,000 
pounds, At the usual estimate of four 
hundred pounds to the bale, 1,125,000 
bales were consumed or about one-half 
the whole production of the United 
States. The eonsumption 
during 1868, in Europe and America 
combined, was 2,094,105,000 pounds, 
against 1,976,520,000 pounds in 1858; 
and 2,284,901,000 pounds in 1859. The 
value of the total product of 1868 in 
the Southern States, is estimated at 
$200,000,000.

NEW ORLEANS. 


Departure of Treeps— Important 
Decision in Bankruptcy—Another 
Wine Case Decided. 


New Orteans, March 2.—The Ist 
United States infantry left to-day on the 
steamer R. FE. Lee, for Detroit, having 
been stationed here forthe past five years. 
The press of the city express regret at 
their departure and good wishes for their 
future. General Buchanan, however, will 
not relinquish command of the Depart- 
ment for a few days. 

Several important decisions were ren- 
dered by Judge Durell in the United States 
Distriet Court this morning. Three more 
of the wire cases were decided in favor of 
ithe Government. The decisions, it is be- 
lieved, will cover ali the points which can 
be raised. Points had been submitted 
that every revenue law referring to 
seized wine had been repealed, by name, 
but the Judge reviewed each statute 
quoted, and ruled that their repeal did not 
affect the specifications of the cost of pack- 
ing and bottleing, and therefore as the 
cost of packing and bottleing had either 
not been included in the invoice, or great- 
ly underrated, according to the evidence 
in the case, the wines were forfeited. 

In the case of J. T. Tucker, agent of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, petitioning to 
have the New Orleans and Opelousas Rail- 
road declared bankrupt, the Jndge, in @ 
lengthy and elaborate decision, held that 
railroad bonds and coupons were not 
commercial paper within the meaning of 
the Bankrupt law, and that under the 
State laws and act of incorporation, 4 
remedy was provided, to which the credi- 
tors might resort; and that paying the 
coupdus after the suit was brought upon 
the same, was not preferring one creditor 
over another, and was therefore not an 
act of bankruptcy; and that the company 
was not insolvent, inasmuch as its assets, 
by assessment, exceeded its liabilities, 
due or to become due, by more than halfa 
million. The court also expressed some 
doubt as to whether railroads came under 
the provisions of the Bankruptcy laws.

The second section provides a Circuit 
Judge for each of the nine existing Ju- 
dicial Districts, to possess the same power 
and jurisdiction therein as the Justices of 
the Supreme Court alloted to the circuit. 
The Circuit Courts are to be held by the 
Justice of the Supreme Court, by the Cir- 
cuit Judges or by the District Judges, each 
sitting alone, or by the Supreme Court 
Justice and the Circuit Court Judge sit- 
ting together; and such courts may be 

held at the same time in different districts 
the same court. 

Section three provides that nothi 
the act shall affect the powers of the 
tices of the Supreme Court, as Judges of 
Circuit Courts, except in the appointiment 
of Clerks of Cireuit Courts, who shall be 
appointed by the Circuit Jud 

ion four requires that t e Chief Juse 
tice and Justice of the Baprete Court at- 
tend at least one term of his circuit during 
every of two years. 
five provides that any Judge of 
a United States Court who is now seventy 
ears of age, and any Judge who shall 
attain that age, and any who 
have served at least ten years as such 
Judge, may, upon his filing with the Pres- 
ident a certificate of that fact, be excused 
and relieved from active service as such 
Judge, but shall thereafter, during the 
time he shall continue to hold office, be 
entitled to his full salary. 

Section six provides that one United 
States Judge shall for a year after the pass- 
age of this act, when the Judge has almost 
attained that age, after reaching the age 
of 70, continue to hold office w ithout hay- 
ing filed such certificate.
